‘HERE were moments at the 
Odeon last night when it 
seemed that the spirit of Poetry 
and Youth incarnate made visible to 
human eyes the joy of living as that 
joy is felt by glad :souls that are 
capable of its expression through a 
medium ‘more facile to fairies than 
to earthfolk of this world’s ordinary 
ken, 

The agents of this exquisite revela- 
tion were an ethereal young woman, 
of incredible grace and slender love- 
liness and the most masculinely beau- 
tiful young man that the stage has 
even seen. — ‘ 

Their names were Anna Pavlowa 
and Mikail Mordkin, and the occasion 


1 was their first St. Louls appearance 


in an exposition of the dance so com- 
plete in all the attributes. of visual 
charm that it will never be forgotten 
by those fortunate enough to have 
witnessed _it. 

They are of Russia, this. marvelous 
two, and they came almost like crea- 
tions of enchantment from the magic 
of the old far East into the realistic 
vision of the new Far West. They 
headed a company of dancers 
especially trained for the delight of 
what is perhaps the most picturesque- 
ly - Oriental court and aristocracy 
known since the days of Haroun-al- 
Raschig and the times when the oc- 
cult powers of spell-woven carpets 
and Genli-fashioned wishing rings 
and lamps made all things ‘possible 


.to @ younger and ‘happier generation 


than this. 

In honor of their. coming the Odeon 
was crowded to its every wall by the 
biggest and most brilliant gathering of 
fashion and distinction ever seen within 
its doors. Not a seat was unoccupied; 
the boxes were one vast semi-circle of 
women and men in evening clothes; the 
baicony was an overhanging swarm of 
bee-like humanity, and as many more 
as could safely be admitted stood 
throughout the performance, so absorbed 


in its appeal to the beauty-loving eye as 


to be oblivious to, fatigue. 

It was notin the distinctively national 
Russian dances of the night that Pav- 
lowa and Mordkin most eminently com- 
mended themselves to the favor of their 
Odeon audience. 

These dances of the Slav peasantry, 
picturesque though they be, are in their 
essentials uncouth and at times gro- 
tesque,. marked in the main by boister- 
ous stamping of the feet, vigorous gyra- 
tions of the body, a curveting and plung- 
ing of, the limbs borrowed more from 
tne prancing of high-spirited horses than 
from exercises of grace designed for the 
best expression of human physical move- 
ment. 

Nor yet were Paviowa and Mordkin 
seen in their highest art achievement in 
the dramatic pantomime of the Arablan 
Nights ballet, “The Legend of Aryiade,”’ 
with which their program opened. This 
was a masterly offering, presented with 
an emotional intensity and keenly his- 
trionic intelligence .that eliminated all 
necessity for words in the telling of its 
story, yet, as I have just said, it was 
aot the evening’s crowning attainment 
in art. 

The three unforgetable events of the 
night—and they must need& be linked 
together in one’s thought always—were 
the ravishingly effective Paviowa and 
Mordkin blend of grace, beauty . and 
youth in a little dance of woodland love: 
the “young Greek god" impression of 
Mordkin in his chastely classic Bow 
Dance, an amazing succession of supple 
bodily movements and statuesque poses, 
and the perfect charm of Pavlowa’ in 
The Swan, a little dance vf the utter- 
most artistry set to the accompaniment 
of Saint-Saens’ musical dreanling albng 
the lines suggested by such a) theme.

And, precisely as Mordkin, urged 
by Love's ardor, occasionally 
spurned the earth with his impatient|m 
feet, so, too, did Pavlows, now and 
then touched by the outstretched fin- 
gers of the young man, rise as if with 
wings, feeling apparently no weight 
of clogging mortality \n her incredf- 
bly attuned. ang wholesomely perfect 
young body... Once or twice, lifted in 
the ecstacy of capture by her pur- 
suer, she’ rose high in the air above 
bis head, poised in. his steady hand 
as if about to.fly. I have never seen 
so beautiful and well-nigh. incredible 
a living picture as was then pre- 
sented. ® 

Nor have I ever. heard.. applause 
more spohtaneous, more uncontrolla- 
ble, more utterly .unreserved, than* 
then swept over the Odeon time and 
time again, seeming never to tire of 
its acclaim of perfect art. So irre- 
sistible was this applause that the 
two young dancers, wonderful in 
systained effort, repeated the dance 
that hag so captivated its audience— 
and without the faintest. diminishing 
of its astonishing lightness and g0s8- 
samer-like grace. 

In his Bow Dance, his body tunic-clad, 
his sun-browned arms and legs bare, 
every movement that of the. perfect, 
young masculine animal of the open life, 
Modkin embodies the primal archer of 
the days when male youth was the 
youth of the hunt and the splendid quest 
of lone adventure in a primitive world. 

Splendidly does he realize such a pic- 
ture. His beautiful eagle face, with 
keen, arfient eyes under the straightest 
of brows, a delicately curved nose, a 
mouth of the most engaging smileful- 
ness, yet grim and tragic when occasion } 
demands, is not in the least the heavy 
Slav face of his people.

ALIENS FROM U.S, 
PARTS A FAMILY| 


Officials Forced to Return 
Couple Who Worked Hard 
for Passage Money. 


By Associa'«d Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Ellis Island 
will remember the case of Franz Lohn 
and his wife, German-Hungarians, as a 
peculiar example of how the letter of 
the law as applied to immigrants may 
work heartrending hardships. 

The aged couple have two daughters 
living in Passaic, N. J., and it was their 
intention to join their children when 
they journeyed to Hamburg, Germany, 
and bought a ticket to America. 

But the man who sold them the ticket 
put them on a steamer which landed 
them In Buenos Ayres. With no funds, 
they spent a year at nard manual labor 
on a ranch, earning enough for passage 
to New York. A week ago they ar- 
rived again here penniless. 

The immigration officials said imme- 
diately they could not land because they 
were likely to become public charges. 
The pleadings of the two daughters 
availed nothing, and the only question 
which remained was, “Should they go 
back to Argentina or to Hamburg?” 
The law says specifically that the line 
which brings over an undesirable alien 
shall take him back. The daughters 
offered to pay the passage to Ger- 
many, but the law was inflexible, and 
the couple aré now aboard a steamer 
sailing back to Argentina.

He 
told in detail of the Missouri Athletic 
Club dinner, at which, according to 
him, his wife drank velvet, a mixture 
of champagne and porter, until she 
became so hilarious that he sat back 
from the table in. disgust.

In a letter advising the authorities of 
Macstadt’s escape, Dr. M. O. Ashley, 
superintendent of the asylum, stated 
that he is @ dangerous man and that he 


soon as he heard of his apprehension. 
When araigned in court, the man pro- 
duced a card from a detective agency, 
asking the police to render every court- 
esy to bearer. He was heavily armed 
and carried a two-foot club concealed in 
the leg of his trousers. 

According to the police, Magstadt uh- 
til 11 years ago’ was the president of the 
American Electric Fuse Co. an Illinois 
corporation, and resided in Chicago. He 
had invented several electric appliances 
and had organized this company to put 
them on the market. He drew a sub- 
stantial ealary as president of the com- 
pany and got royalties from his inven- 
tions. 

After severing his connection with the 
Chicago company Magstadt went to San 
Francisco, taking with him his wife and 
two sons. Two years ago he drifted 
back to his native town, Monroe, N. Y., 
and last May was sent to the Middle- 
town asylum by the Monroe authorities. 
He escaped Aug. 16.

EXPANSION AND SHRINKAGE. 

Although the returns of the Census Bureau, 
most important for explaining the .political his- 
tory of 10 years of “expansion policies,” have 
not been given out before the day of election, the 
bureau has done ehough in foreshadowing them 
to save itself from conviction, if charged with 
holding back information for partisan purposes. 

Incomplete as the information given out is in 
detail, and given out late as it was, it is stil] 
enough in outline for intelligent _ and definite 
judgment. 

The results give the verdict on the expansion 
of jingoism, doubled expense for war, militant 
display and the attempt at Washington to turn 
the mind of the country from quiet and persis- 
tent improvement at home to conquest, world 
politics and world empire with the flag outside 
of the Constitution as a “commercial asset.” 


Outside the cities, the great states of the Cen-/| 


tral West have gone backwards, with general re- 
sults worse than the shrinkage of 7000 in Iowa’s 
population in 1910 as compared with 1900. 

\ Results worse than this, if not the worst pos- 
sible in their threat for the future if this policy 
is persisted in at Washington, are expansion and 
shrinkage, working together in the _ strongest 
contrast in this’ great central group’ of states. 
Small land holders have been foreed to sacrifice 
their holdings and to move, while the money 
power, absorbing these, has gone on inflating 
prices in the face of decreasing population in the 
area of this inflation. As expansion in the cost 
of living and of everything else forced emigra- 
tion, the same sort of expansion, operating to- 
wards increasing land monopoly, increased the 
size of holdings and prevented immigration to 
the land. 

This fs the plain story of 10 years for the great 
North Central states. Still the average of “per 
capita wealth” has been reported as rising every 
year of the 10 during which men in Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s class have grown annually richer, as the 
struggle of the rest to survive has added ifcreas- 
ing profits to enormous capitalizations, which as 
first expanded were largely fictitious. 

Under the processes by which this system 
seeks to perpetuate its policies of disturbance 
abroad and extravagance at home, the average 
per capita wealth of the country is found by 
adding together the wealth of those whose as- 
sets are minus to those whom the system. perfnits 
te increase their own assets (plus) almost at will. 
i his is expansion and shrinkage combined, with 
expansion “taking over” the shrinkage to in- 
crease its own bulk. The census figures, as far 
as they have been given out, are a mathematical 
explanation of the famous Rockefeller parable 
that the best American beauty roses can be pro- 
duced only by “pinching” the buds from all 
stems except those which demand the whole 
} strength of the roots to reach the largest size.

No. 11—Russian Superstition. 

HE number of Russian supersti- 

i tions is legion, but some of 

them as not without symbolic 
beauty. 

A man’s wedding ring is of gold, but 
is made to fit the wife’s finger. The 
woman’s wedding ring is of silver and 
is made to fit the husband’s finger. The 
significance of this peculiar custom be- 
ing as follows: 

The gold ring shall signify to.the wife 
that Ivan Ivanovitch is the sun.of her 
future home. Hers is a silver ring be- 
cause, like the moon, ghe is supposed to 
receive her. brilliancy from the husband, 
i. e., the sun. 

At the wedding ceremony the rings 
are exchanged, the woman receiving 
the gold ring, the husband the silver 
one to signify complete accord of hus-/ 
band and wife. . 

The number of divorces in Russia per 
year can be counted op the fingers of 
one hand—which happy state of things 
is partly due to the superstition that. 
the sun—giver of life—would be offended 
if the husband is. _ 

Accordingly, a divorced woman is heid 
responsible in Russia for all damage 
due to the weather—a powerful deter- 
rent agdinst divorce. . 

The Russians believe that a hanged 
person cannot die, but wanders forever 
with a rope around his neck. Owing to 
this superstition the ‘Government 
changed the mode of death penalty from 
hanging to shooting at the beginning 
of the last revolution. It is claimed 
that the judges themselves feared visita-

Decision Regarded as Most 
Sweeping: and Likely to 
Have Wide Effect.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 8.—Con-

The Judge declared that such con- 
tracts were for work to be done in 
violation of the Sunday lahor laws, and 
for that reason could not be enforced 

The decision came in the case 
George W. Knapp & Co., owners anil 
publishers of the St, Louis Republic. 
against Jeremiah Culberson, presiden: 
of the International Exploration Co., 
with offices in the National Bank of 
Commerce Building. Unless it is taken 
to a higher court, it virtually ends the 
matter, because the Judge declares the 
newspaper has no cause of actiun. It 
reverses absolutely the decision of the 
Circuit Court, which awarded a judc- 
ment to the Republic. All the judges of 
the court concurred. 

Culbertson had a contract with the 
Republic for some advertising to be 
printed in Sunday issues of that paper. 
The advertisements were published as 
the newspaper agreed to do, on April 
12 and 16, 1908. Culbertson avoided pay- 
ment and sult was brought. 

The legal point upon which the-case 
hinged was on the legality of a news- 
paper taking a contract to do certain 
things when the criminal laws said, 
or purported to say, that those things 
were not lawful. The appellant relied 
upon an old -statute which makes it 
unlawful to do any work on Sundav 
except works of household. necessity. 

“The contract is void,” said Judge 
Johnson, “because it is against public 
morals and public policy. The courts 
will not lend their aid to enforcement 
of contracts in violation of the crimnl- 
nal laws." 

Judge Johnson's decision ts said to be 
one of the most sweeping ever handed 
down by a Missouri court. It is though: 
that not only newspapers, but all other 
contractors for any kind of work to ve 
done on Sunday, except the so-called 
househvid duties and works of neces- 
sity, will be affected.

MANHATTAN, Kan., Nov. §.—Gas can | 
be made from the highest priced bitu- 


minous coal, for not to exceed # cents 
a thousand cubic feet. Experiments con- 
ducted in the engineering department of 
the Kansas State Agricultura] College 
have proved this. Furthermore, the tests 
show this cost can be reduced one-half 


by use of low-grade coal. 

To utilize this gas effectively the 
college found it necessary to design a 
new type of burner and modify materi- 
ally the connections ordinarily employed 
in gas plants. 

When the investigations under way in 
this line at the college are completed gas 
will be available to every public institu- 
tion and small village at a nominal cost, 
the experimenters assert.

PARIS, Nov. %8—A world congress on 
aerial law is being widely discussed in 


‘France where experts are raising innum- 


erable questions pertaining to future 
wars involving the use of airships. 
France desires the leadership here as 
well as in other branches of aeronautics. 
A thesis written for a doctor’s degree 
by Edmond Philot, a student at the Sor- 
bonne, is attracting considerable atten- 
tion. 

‘“‘Aerial war will be the war of to- 
morrow.” . With the foregoing as a basis 
he proceeds to put the following queées- 
tions: “Should the air be considered free 
to everyone’or fs it susceptible of sov- 
ereignty? If the former, it opens the 
door to spying, smuggling and the hurl- 
ing of projectiles.” He concludes that 
the air should be free like the ocean, the 
states reserving the right to reasonable 
protection. 

“Have aerial fleets the right of flight 
anywhere, or must they avoid neutral 
countries? Should they be allowed to. 
cross neutral countries or descend for 
supplies‘in a- neutral country 

To these questions M. Phileot answers 
no, declaring that when fleets become 
powerful envugh to engage in battle 
each nation will have aerial police to 
errest’ the- breakers of international 
laws. The questions as to the identifi- 
cation of airships and the sort of pro- 
jectiles ‘which it should be allowable to 
‘hurl are also considered.

That the people of East St. Louis 
are being overchargeg for gas by the 
St. Clair County Gas & Electric Co. 
was the substance of a report of a 
special. committee appointed to look 
into the matter for the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association. The report was 
read at the monthly meeting of the 
association Monday night. 

According te the report the charter 
granted to the gas company in 1899 
by the City Council provided for a 
rate of $1.15 a thousand feet for 
for the first 10 
years, $1.05 for the second 10, and 
$1 for the next decade; for a rate of 
$1 a thousand for cooking and heat- 
ing purposes for the first 10 years 
90 cents for the second 10 and 75 
cents for the third 10 years. 


One Rate Stipulated. 
It also provided, the report stated 


that where gas was used for both 
lighting and heating the heating 
rate was to be.charged. The com- 
mittee reported that the rate gharged 
was $1.15, although the first” 190 
years had elapsed and no reduction 
Was made where both heating and 
lighting gas is used.
